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DETAILED ACTION 



The rejection under section 112, first paragraph is withdrawn since applicant has 



amended the claims to provide specific structures. In addition, Those of ordinary skill 
would have expected that the inventors would have been in possession of other 
"organic groups" given the state of the art and the structures given in the specification. 
Moreover, those of ordinary skill would have been able to make the invention with 
specific organic groups without undue experimentation given the state of the art, and 
description in the specification. 

The outstanding rejection under section 102 is maintained. Applicant's remarks 
in connection with this ground of rejection are also addressed.

Claims 1, 5 and 6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being 



anticipated by WO 2004013076 (WO 076). 

Claim 1 is drawn to a process for producing an allyl-containing compound 
represented by following Formula (3): 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102

in the presence of a catalytic amount of an iridium compound. 

Claim 4 covers those embodiments of claim 1 wherein the compound 
represented by Formula (2) is one selected from the group consisting of alcohols, 
phenols, thiol compounds, carboxylic acids and thiocarboxylic acids. 

Claims 5 and 6 cover those embodiments wherein the iridium compound is an 
organic iridium complex, and specifically a cationic iridium complex. 

WO 076 teaches, in example 10, that phenyl allyl ether was prepared from 
phenol and allyl acetate using a homogeneous iridium catalyst . Specifically, a solution 
of phenol, (Ir (COD) 2 ) + BF 4 "and allyl acetate was reacted and analysis showed that the 
conversion to phenyl allyl ether is 29 percent. The foregoing anticipates the rejected 
claims within the meaning of section 102. 

Applicant argues that the instant claims do not include phenol reactants. 
However, the claims recite alcohols, and phenol is clearly an alcohol. 
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The outstanding rejection under section 103 is maintained: 



Claim Rejections • 35 USC § 103 



The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claim 7 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over WO 076. 



Claim 7 is drawn to specific iridium complexes. WO 076 fails to specifically 
mention the specific iridium complexes recited in the claim. However, WO 076 teaches 
complexes such as CpRuCI (dppe). Those of ordinary skill would be motivated to 
substitute iridium for Ru in the disclosed complexes since WO 076 particularly stetas 
that iridium is a preferred metal in the catalyst complexes, see page 25 (top). 
Accordingly, the recited iridium complexes are within the motivation of those of ordinary 
skill, and therefore, prima facie obvious.
